(North American Review.} 


Truth is just as capable of eliciting en 


thusiasm among young men to-day ai 
ever before, but it must be simple truth 
that is, offered in its own light. Th( 
captivating force of the empirical specu 
lations of existing philosophy is due tc 
the apparent proffer of fresh aggres- 
sive truths. 


If we cannot waive free discussion, 


much less can we expeot to huddle 
young men into sheep-folds, and to make 
BO provision for higher education excepi 
in institutions of. definite and pro- 
nounced faith. 


Churches of all sorts will do well so 


remember, constantly, that they can uol 
maintain their own life except in open, 
breezy conflict, nor can they maintain 
the spiritual life of their own young men 
on easier terms. ' 


Veterans are made only for the open 


field. The notion that the Christain 
Church is to monopolize and manipulate 
education is antique for our time and for 
all time. This principle is most unfortu- 
nate for the Churches themselves; we 
are not to draw back from inquiry, sim- 
ply because we cannot control it, simply 
because it is inquiry. 


A confidence ia truth, and a free and 


quick exposure of it to all the hazards of 
war are the only available and the only 
sound policy. We are also not to strive 
to identify morality with religious be- 
lief. While witbiu our own circle we 
may constantly support action by the 
whole scope of reason, it is folly to deny 
)r to pull down any of the more narrow 
foundations of society. Indeed, the=e 
ioundations are in part what the rational 
edifice of enlarged spiritual life is, in a 
truly spiritual evolution, 
being built 


upon. 


When we can not work with men by 


virtue of later and larger convictions it 
3 well to get back to the primary rudi- 
mentary—rudimentary in human his- 
ory—principles at which many ways 
meet. We should be glad that the so- 
cial _ world does not collapse while our 
pedal theory of it is under discussion. 
iVe are to defend ourselves in this con- 
flict with unbelief by precipitating it 
ather than by postponing it. 


We shall do this best in our Colleges 


>y providing Professors ab!e and active 
to the pitch of our times in their own de- 
partments, and men who are large'Uiind- 
d and earnest.

third of the distance, they became 
so weak that they fell from the buck- 
et back to the bottom. 
About that 


time a rumbling sound, as of some 
mighty cataract, was heard, and all 
tho town became alarmed. 
Tho 


sound, which lasted only a few min- 
utes was heard several blocks away. 
The well seems to have caved in near 
the bottom and in less than an hour 
afterwards it was filled up with sand 
and water to the depth of thirty feet. 
All of Macon was thrown into the 
highest state of excitement. 
The 


people rushed to the scene, all anx- 
ious to do something for the unfortu- 
nate young men, but were powerless 
to reach them. 
The scene was a 


heart-rending one. Fred Wilde, 
aged 19, and Win. Kalips, aged 20, 
are the victims. The father of tho 
first named was the contractor in 
digging tho well, and wns on top at 
tho time of the horrible occurrence. 
His grief at tho fate of his boy is said 
to have been truly pitiful. One man 
was sent down into tho well after the 
occurrence, but before reaching tho 
water called to bo drawn up,as he was 
smothering with the poisonous gas 
that seemed to pervade tho bottom of 
the well. Grab-hooks were then set 
to work, in the faint hopo of reaching 
tho bodies, but at 3 o'clock they had 
not boon reached. The well was 5i 
foot by 3i foot. 
In the oxcitoment 


which would naturally follow such 
an accident, all sorts of wild conclu- 
sions were drawn as to tho cause of 
tho catastrophe. Somo thought tho 
"bottom had fallen tmt;1' others that 
groat lake had boon struck; others 
that a mighty cavern was underneath, 
etc. 
Further news from it will bo 


anxiously looked for to-day.
